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POSTMASTER GENERAL 


_ SMITH HAS RESIGNED 


Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin Will 
Succeed Him. 


President Roosevelt Vainly Urged Mr. 
Smith to Stay in Cabinet—Change 
Will Take Place in January.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Postmaster 
General Smith resigned his office to-day, 


* and the announcement was made that Hen- 


ry C. Payne of Wisconsin would succeed 
him. There is not the slightest question 
that Mr. Smith's resignation was purely a 
personal matter. There was no question of 
Politics in it. He had had no disagreements 
with either President McKinley or Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt. 

‘It has long been an open secret that the 
Postmaster General did not like his work. 
He ‘conscientiously and honestly endeavored 
to fulfill the duties of the office, and made 
an enviable record. Nevertheless it was 
not the kind of work that he preferred or 
felt himself best fitted for. 

“The Postmaster Generalship,”’ he said 
two years ago in a private conversation 
which may now be repeated without violat- 
ing any confidence, ‘“ ought to be a perma- 
nent office. It is impossible for a man, 
taken as the Postmaster General always is 
from private life or official place, with no 
knowledge or experience of the business, 
to acquire a sufficient knowledge of the 
avork in the time he has before him. To be 
Postmaster General is a profession in itself. 
It takes a lifetime to acquire full knowl- 
edge of it.” 

When President McKinley was inaugu- 
rated the second time, Mr. Smith wanted 
to resign, but the President asked him to 
remain, and he at last consented. He, 
however, gave up his house and went to 
live at a hotel, so that he could be free to 
resign at any time. He said to-night that 
his life as Postmaster General was too ex- 
pensive. He used to pay $300 a month 
rent, which was nearly half his salary, 
and, in addition, a Cabinet officer has to 
give entertainments and spend money in 
ether ways to such an extent that instead 
of getting a salary he pays for the privi- 
lege of holding the office. 

Afterward, when President Roosevelt suc- 
ceeded President McKinley, Mr. Smith 
again pleaded to be released, but the new 
President asked him to stay on until he 
had a full grasp of the situation. Mr. 
Smith consented. Three weeks ago, how- 
ever, he informed the President orally that 
he- was ready to resign, and wanted his 
successor picked out. Mr. Roosevelt picked 
out Mr. Payne, was assured of the Wis- 
Afonsin man's acceptance, and to-day the 
announcemenet was made. . 

In spite of this undisputed state of af- 
fairs the resignation of the Postmaster 


General has led to the wildest rumors of 
turther action by other i ers of the 
Cabinet, and ordinarily well-informed men 
are to-night confidently predicting a new 
Cabinet in a short space of time. ‘‘ The 
eceek-up of the Cabinet"’ and ‘the pro- 
cession led by Smith "’ is the burden of the 
sonk of Congressmen and others who claim 
to know the inside workings of Adminis- 
tration matters. 

lhe names of Mr. Hay, Mr. Long, and 
Mr. Gage are everywhere heard as_ the 
next to go. Resignation rumors have 
flacked about these three men for two 
years, and many times it has been posi- 
tively announced that they had actually re- 
mane. or were about to resign. Every 
little quarrel in the Cabinet or disagree- 
ment between one of these Secretaries and 
a subordinate official has been made the 
text of a positive assertion that they were 
about to resign. To-night, as on all the pre- 
vious occasions, it may safely be said that 
no immediate resignations are contem- 
plated.

MR. SMITH’S LETTER. 


Following is the text of Mr. Smith's let- 
ter of resignation: 


Washington, Dec, 14, 1901. 
My Dear Mr. President: 

Following my verbal communication of some 
time ago, I beg to tender my resignation of the 
office of Postmaster General, to take effect at 
your early convenience on the appointment and 
qualification of my successor. 

This step is taken in fulfillment of a plan long 
since formed, for purely personal reasons, the 
execution of which has been delayed until it 
could be carried out without embarrassing your 
declared policy and until the department meas- 
ures in which I am deeply interested could be 
satisfactorily advanced and assured. 

In laying down the trust committed to my 
hands I want to thank you most sincerely for 
the confidence you have reposed in me, and for 
the great pleasure I have found in an associa- 
tion which has deepened my esteem for you per- 
sonally and my admiration for the spirit and 
aims of your Administration. 

With my best wishes that you may have the 
largest measure of success, I remain, faithfully 
yours, CHARLES EMORY SMITH. 

To the President. 


Postmaster General Smith, in an inter- 
view to-night, spoke as follows about his 
action: 

‘“‘ As indicated in my letter of resignation, 
this step has been taken in conformity 
with a plan formed many months ago. I 
communicated my a to the President 
last month, with the accompanying state- 
ment that I wished to consult his con- 
venience as to the time when I should go 
out. The President was exceedingly gra- 
cious and strongly urged me to stay, but 
finaly accepted my reasons as conclusive 
of my duty to myself. 

“My relations with the President have 
been of the most cordial character, and 
have strengthened as we have worked te- 
gether. We have been in thorough accord 
in all matters of poticy. I have formed the 
highest estimate of his lofty and patriotic 
standard of administration, and it has been 
& great pleasure to co-operate with him. 
My resignation has been delayed beyond my 
original purpose for two reasons, which 
have harmonized. 

“First, to consult the President’s wishes 
and not to embarrass his declared policy as 
to his Cabinet, and second, to carry forward 
department policies in which I am greatly 
interested to a point where their success is 
assured, 

** My successor, Mr. Payne, is a man who, 
by ability, experience, and knowledge of 
public affairs, is admirably fitted for the 
place, and I am glad to surrender the trust 
to such excellent hands."’

Miss Sarah R. Mangam Becomes 
Mrs. Thomas Syron.

Inspired by what she thought was the 
will of heaven, Miss Sarah R. Mangam, 
only daughter and heiress of a late resi- 
dent of Brooklyn, and prominent among 
the local charity and church workers in 
that borough, was married last Thursday to 
an ex-convict, whom she says she has con- 
verted to the Baptist Church. Thomas 
Syron, who also lived in Brooklyn, is the 
bridegroom. 

Syron spent four and one-half years in 
Sing Sing, to which place he was sentenced 
on April 26, 1896, by Judge Hurd, the con- 
viction being for grand larceny. A few 


months ago he was again arrested, and it 
was while in jail in connection with this 
offense that he met Miss Mangam. 

At the time of his arrest Syron had de- 
scribed his occupation as that of a labor- 
er and his religion as Roman Catholic. Miss 
Mangam visited the prisoner frequently, 
each time addressing words of comfort cal- 
culated to make him see the error of his 
ways’ She also prevailed on him te change 
his religion. Upon his release from jail she 
had him employed about a mission home on 
Bergen Street, near Underhill Avenue, sit- 
uated near her own residence, which is on 
the southwest corner of Clinton and Wil- 
loughby Avenues.

RUSSIAN NAVAL ACTIVITY. 


Extraordinary Efforts to Increase the 
Black Sea Fleet Are Regarded 
as Significant.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—A dispatch from 
Odessa to The Times quotes a corre- 
spondent in Sebastopol, who describes 
naval activity of every description at 
that port. He says the private quay 
spaces are gradually being absorbed for 
purposes of naval extension. 

A Russian naval officer recently de- 
clared that, if Sebastopol had to play an 
active réle, it would be in a position to 
give a better account of itself than fifty 
years ago. 

This sort of allusion is frequent in Rus- 
sia, says The Times’s correspondent, and, 
coupled with the extraordinary efforts to 
increase the Black Sea fleet, it is not 
without significance, especially in view 
of the tenacity of Russian naval men in 
clinging to the dream of one day reach- 
ing the gates of Constantinople.

He said he had had considerable 
experience in labor disputes, and had found 
that, as a rule, they consisted of two 
classes. One class concerned hours and 
wages, the other was made up of triviat 
controversies which could be avoided by a 
better understanding between the two par- 
ties. Mr. Durand suggested that disputes 
of the first class should be adjusted by 
representatives of both employer and eme- 
ployed. 

“One thing necessary, in my opinion,’* 
said Mr. Durand, ‘to promote industrial 
peace is a large representation of men on 
both sides of a conference. A spirit of gen- 
eral harmony and friendly negotiations fol-~- 
lows the large conferences.”’ 

He was of opinion that the minor labor 
difficulties could be settled when there were 
committees to meet the employers, each 
side keeping in mind the idea of arbitration. 

F. P. Sargent, Grand Master of the Loco- 
motive Firemen, was the next speaker.

MURDERED BY A BURGLAR. 





PITTSBURG, Dec. 17.—Harriet P. Mur- 
phy, prominent in church and society cir- 
cles and Treasurer of the Kingsley House 
Fund, was murdered at her home, 6,221 
Howe Street, in the East End, by a burglar 


about 3 o’clock this morning. The mur- 
derer made his escape, and although the 
whole detective and police force of that 
section was called, the man has not been 
captured.

About 8 o'clock this morning her broth- 
er was awakened by two shots in the house, 
and, hastening to his sister’s room, found 
her lying dead on the floor with a bullet 
wound in the head. The burglar was a 
porch climber He scaled the porch posts, 
and entered’ the window of Miss Murphy's 
room by breaking the glass. it is supposed 
that the noise of the crashing glass awak- 
ened her, and as she jumped from the bed 
with her revolver in her hand the man 
fired. Marks in the snow on the porch 
roof indicate that only one man entered 
the room. 

Miss Murphy usually kept the collections 
for the Kingsley House Fund in her room 
until they reached a sum large enough 
to be placed in the bank, and it is thought 
the burglar was after this money. he 
falling of the young woman’s body is 
thought to have scared the thief away 
before he had time to think about stealing 
anything.

CITY MILK SUPPLY SHORT. 


Trouble Caused by Railtoad Wash-Outs 
—More Difficulty Feared. 


The milk business in this @ity was in a 
state of chaos yesterday. Owing to the 
havoc which the recent floods caused to 
bridges and railroads, trains carrying New 
York's daily milk supply either did not get 
in at all, or arrived many hours late. 

The average daily supply of milk for New 
York is about 1,080,000 quarts. It is esti- 
mated that only 680,000 quarts got in yes- 
terday. This shortage hurt the wholesale 
dealer mostly, because the supply had not 
become so small as to warrant an in- 
crease from the retail price of 8 cents per 
quart. Dealers in milk bid against one an- 
other for enough milk to supply their cus- 
tomers, thus raising the wholesale price 
per can from $2 to $5 per forty-quart can. 
Hospitals, sanitariums, hotels, and the 
steady customers were given preference. 
Not only many persons in this city, but 
many residents of Jersey City drank their 
coffee black yesterday morning. 

When it began to snow yesterday after- 
noon the dealers expressed fear of further 
difficulties this morning.

Gen. Miless indorsement of Dewey's re- 
port, and there are intimations of trouble 
for him. In Congress a flood of resolutions 
poured in, each with a different way of 
treating the subject, but all recognizing 
Dewey's report as the official verdict. 

The irritation of the anti-Schley people 
over the Miles interview is very strong, 
and they are talking of calling Secretary 
Root's attenfion to it. They recall that 
some months ago another army officer, 
Capt. Thomas F, Schley, a son of the Ad- 
miral, was quoted as saying something in 
behalf of his father, and that Mr. Root at 
once telegraphed him for an explanation. 
Capt. Schley denied the interview, and no 
further preceedings were had. 

The Sampson people think the same ac- 
tion cughi to be taken in Gen. Miles’s case. 
One prominent officer, unfriendly to Gen 
Miles, said that he would not give such an 
interview for ‘‘a million dollars a min- 
ute.”’ It ig unlikely, however, that Mr. Root 
wiil take any action if the matter is brought 
before him. Admiral Sampson's counsel 
have announced their intention to file ob- 
jections to Admiral Dewey's renort, 

Senatur McComas (Rep., Md.,) ‘to-day 
went to the Navy Department and got 
Secretary Long to extend until Thursday 
afternoon Admiral Schiey’s time. for filing 
objections to the other report. If Samp- 
son's counsel carry out their intention, 


they can file their objections within the 
same time. No permission is needed, and 
Mr. Long will consider both documents be- 
fore approving the report. 

Admiral Schiey’s counsel are now at work 
drawing up their objections. This paper 
will contain a list of facts favorable to 
Schley which it is claimed were brought 
out before the court of inquiry, and which 
were not included in the report. It will 
also object to some of the statements made 
in the report as contrary to the evidence. 
Admiral Sampson's objection will be much 
less voluminous, as he objects to nothing 
but the statement of Admiral Dewey. 

Representative Wheeler (Dem., Ky.,) an- 
nounced on the floor of the House that he 
wanted Admiral Dewey to go on the stand 
and give his own interpretation of his re- 
port, because of the assertions which have 
been made that Dewey intended to indorse 
some of the criticisms,of Ramsay and Ben- 
ham upon Schley. He introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for an _ investigation of 
Schley’s conduct by the Naval Affairs 
Committee, and said he wanted to have 
Dewey testify before that committee. 

The preamble of his resolution asserts as 
a fact that ‘‘ Admiral George Dewey, rec- 
ognized as the foremost naval officer of 
the Republic, entirely disagrees and Ci 
sents from the opinion of his colleagues 6n 
said court of inquiry.” 

Representative Cooper introduced a reso- 
lution commending Admiral Schley for his 
victory at Santiago and restoring him to 
active service as a Rear Admiral. This 
resolution recites Dewey's statement that 
Schley was in absolute command at San- 
tiago, and commends ‘his wisdom, cour- 
age, and efficiency as such commanding 
officer, and the glorious achievements ob- 
tained by him and the officers and men 
under his command in the naval engage- 
ment wherein and whereby the Snranish 
ships were destroyed.” 


MR. MUDD’S RESOLUTION. 


Representative Mudd (Rep., Md.,) offered 
a resolution extending the thanks of Con- 
gress to Schley, his officers, and men, “ for 
their victory over the Spanish forces and 


the destruction of the Spanish fleet” at 
Santiago. 

‘“*T want the House,” said Mr. Mudd, in 
offering it, ‘‘ to pass my resolution in order 
to do justice to the modest victor of San- 
tiago’s great naval battle. Its adoption 
will be an indorsement of Admiral Dewey's 
report, which is accepted by the court." 

Representative Norton (Dem., Ohio,) in- 
troduced a bill to restore Admiral Schley 
to the active list of the navy. 

Representative Ball (Dem., Texas,) of- 
fered a resolution of a similar character, 
which declares that further inquiry by 
Congress is unnecessary, extends the thanks 
of Congress to Schley, and provides for the 
printing of 600,000 copies of the resolution. 
With it are to be printed two exhibits, Ad- 
miral Dewey's report and Mr. Rayner’s 
summing up before the court of inquiry. 

‘‘ Representative Vandiver (Dem., Mo.,) 
offered resolutions providing for an inves- 
tigation by a committee of seven to find 
whether injustice has been done; whether 
envy, jealousy, and hatred exist to the det- 
riment of the navy, and what remedy can 
be applied. : 

Representative Cummings (Dem., N. Y.,) 
introduced a resolution directing the Secre- 
tary or the Navy to present a sword of 
honor to Admiral Schley and to strike off 
bronze ‘‘ Schley medals” for the officers 
and men who participated in the battle of 
Santiago. An appropriation of $10,000 is 
made, 

Representative Butler (Dem., Mo.,) intro- 
duced a resolution providing that the views 
of Admiral Dewey be accepted as the ver- 
dict of Congress. 

Representative Gaines of Tennessee in- 
troduced a resolution reciting the ‘“‘ unpar- 
alleled achievement of Admiral Schley in 
destroying the entire Spanish squadron 
with consummate skill and terrible celer- 
ity.’’ The resolution makes the opinion of 
Admiral Dewey the opinion of Congress. 

Representative Griffith (Dem., Ind.,) in- 
troduced a resolution for an investigation 
of the Navy Department and of the Schley 
case. The bene: expresses confidence in 
Admiral Schley, recites the allegation of the 
Maclay history, and refers to reports that 
Capt. Crowninshield and other naval of- 
ficers were furnished proofs of this his- 
tory The large amounts of prize money 
received by Admiral Sampson and Capt. 
Chadwick and the small amounts received 
by Admiral Schley and the Captains of the 
ships participating in the Santiago battle 
are set forth as among the subjects to be 
investigated. 

Representative Schirm (Rep., Ind.,) intro- 
duced resolutions which it is said to a 
considerable extent represent the views of 
the Maryland delegation in Congress. Aft- 
er reciting the opinion of Admiral Dewey 
in the recent court of inquiry, the reso- 
lutions recite as follows: 

That the opinion and finding of Admiral George 
Dewey be, and it is, hereby indorsed as the only 
opinion and finding justified by the evidence ad- 
duced and pertinent facts established before the 
Court of Inquiry; 

That the thanks of Congress are hereby ex- 
‘tended to the said Rear Admiral Schley, retired, 
and to the officers and men under his command 
for their brave and efficient conduct in achieving 
the victory over the Spanish fleet under the com- 
mand of Admiral Cervera.

The 
court ruled that such testimony was inad- 
missible and the question was not gone 
into. As a matter of fact, Rear Admiral 
Sampson's flag was never down at San- 
tiago and he was in command of the squad- 
ron. The question of command at Santiago 
has already been passed upon by the Court 
of Claims, which awarded that honor to 
Rear Admiral Sampson.” 


WILL MAKE NO CHANGE IN 
CUBAN ELECTION PLANS. 


Secretary Root Answers Objections of 
Maso Party’s Representative. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Secretary Root 
has addressed a letter to Fidel G. Pierra, 
the representative of the Maso party in 
Cuba, who is at present in this city, deny- 
ing his request for a pdstponemient of the 
Cuban elections. Secretary Root's letter, 
which is dated Dec, 16, is as follows: 

‘Sir: The application for a postponement 
of the Cuban election, presented by you 
on Saturday, Dee. 14, in behalf of the 
supporters of Gen. Maso as candidate for 
President of Cuba, has been carefully con- 
sidered. 

“The effect of granting the application 
would be to prolong American occupation 
and postpone the independence of Cuba and 
the control of the island by the Govern- 
ment of her own people. This ought not to 
be done in the interest of any candidate 
or without the most weighty and substan- 
tial reasons. The substance of the reasons 
which you present is that the Central 
Board of Scrutiny, as now constituted, is 
composed of gentlemen none of whom is 
in favor of Gen. Maso, and all of whom 
are in favor of Gen. Palma, and you de- 
clare that that board is unfair and will be 
unfair in the performance of its duties. 

“The board to which you refer was con- 
stituted without reference to any candidate 
and before any candidates had been nom- 


inated. It consisted of the President and 
four of the distinguished members of. the 
Constitutional Convention elected by the 
people of Cuba to provide for the estab- 


lishment of the new Government. It had 
the approval of the convention and of the 
people whom the convention represented. 
Since the board was thus constituted can- 
didates for the Presidency have been nom- 
inated, and it happens that you and your 
friends have nominated a candidate who 
has no adherent in the board. 

“That furnishes no ground for turning 
the board out of office or for postponing 
the election and overturning the election 
machinery carefully provided by the rep- 
resentatives of the Cuban people in con- 
vention assembled and establishing new 
machinery for the purpose of putting ad- 
herents of your candidate into office. If 
such a course were adopted, new nomina- 
tions would equally require new postpone- 
ments and rearrangements, and an election 
might be indefinitely postponed. It is a 
false theory of official responsibility which 
assumes that gentlemen placed in conspicu- 
ous positions of public trust will be guilty 
of official malfeasance because they may 
personally prefer one candidate rather than 
another. 

“As to the assertion that the Central 
Board of Scrutiny has, in fact, proved to 
be unfair, something besides mere asser- 
tion Is necessary. o facts are stated by 
you to sustain this assertion, except that 
you allege that an illegal selection of a 
delegate to a provincial Board of Can- 
vassers has’ been approved, but you give 
no facts showing that the selection was 
illegal; and you state that there was a fail- 
ure to post a list of taxpayers, which the 
City Council of Havana ought to have post-~ 
ed on the 29th of October. 

“This was not the business of the Cen- 
tral Board of Scrutiny. I am informed, 
moreover, by cable from Havana, that the 
list in question was posted on the 30th of 
October. The single day’s delay could not 
have occasioned you or your associates the 
slightest injury or inconvenience, and an 
objection based upon it fs In the highest 
degree technical. While I do not for a 
moment suppose that- you intend any such 
result, I cannot avoid the conviction that 
our request calls upon the United States 
tor that very interference with the Cuban 
election which your associates have depre- 
cated and which it fs our duty and purpose 
to avoid. 

“Your application must accordingly be 
denied.

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Important Change Made in Con- 
nection with Interoceanic Canal. 


Mr. McLaurin Attends Republican Cau- 
cus and Receives Important As- 
signments—Wellington Not 
Shut Out. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 17.—One of the 
most important’ changes in the Senate com- 

_mittees determined in the Republican cau- 
cus this morning was the addition of two 
Senators to the Republican contingent in 
the Committee on Interoceanic Canal. This 
action gives the majority party seven mem- 
bers in the committee to the Democrats’ 
four, and emphasizes the intention of the 
majority that whatever canal bill shall be 
reported shall be recognized as a Repub- 
lican measure. 

; The new members of the committee are 
Mr. Mitchell of Oregon, Mr. Millard of Ne- 
braska, Mr, Kittredge of South Dakota, 
and Mr. Pritchard of North Carolina. The 
other Republican members are Mr. Hanna 
of Ohio, Mr. Platt of New York, and Mr. 
Hawley of Connecticut. 

The committee being so strongly Repub- 
lican, it was not deemed necessary for 

j party purposes to depose Mr. Morgan of 
Alabama from the Chairmanship. But, 
although Mr. Morgan will remain the head 
of the committee, it is quite Hkely that 
some other bill than the one he has pre- 

| pared providing for building the canal will 
be reported to the Senate. 


Other changes in the Senate committees 
secure strong Republican majorities. 

Senator McLaurin of South Cdrolina has 
been placed on six of the committees as a 
Republican. This is the majority's response 
to the notice served on it by Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, the Democratic leader, that 
the Democrats of the Senate no longer con- 
sider Mr, McLaurin one of their kind, and 
that if he was to have any committee 
ylaces they must come to him from the 
tepublicans. Mr. McLaurin attended the 
Republican caucus this morning, and an- 
nounced that, although elected as a Demo- 
crat, he no longer could act with the 
Democratic Party. 

The report that Mr. Wellington of Mary- 
land had been read out of his party, and 
would get no committee places from the 
Republicans, was set at rest by the action 
of to-day’s caucus in assigning him to a 
number of important committees. 

No attempt was made in the caucus (o 
agree upon any programme of legislation 
for the session. This will be taken up at 
a later caucus. The matter was discussed 
informally, and it was decided to wait un- 
til after the holiday recess before prepar- 
ing any calendar. 

It was disclosed in this informal discus- 
sion that it is the purpose of the majority 
in the Senate to make this session brief 
and businesslike. Everything possible will 
be done to discourage useless debate and 
to prevent filibustering. There is a strong 
body in the majority which would favor 
changing the rules of the Senate in certain 
respects if the minority should manifest a 
disposition to be inordinately obstructive.

PHILIPPINE REVENUE BILL 
DEBATED IN THE HOUSE 


Mr. Payne Reviews Events Leading 
to Formulation of Tariff. 


Mr. De Armond Denounces the Entire 
Philippine Policy of the Administra- 
tion—Many Members Speak. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The bill to pro- 
vide temporary revenues for the Philippine 
Islands was debated in the House to-day 
and will be voted on to-morrow afternoon 
at 4 o'clock. It was the first debate of the 
session and was conducted calmly and with- 
out display of temper. Several lively ex- 
changes and an impassioned speech by Mr. 
De Armond of Missouri, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to the Philippines, in op- 
position to the retention of the islands 
were the features. Mr. Payne, the floor 
leader of the majority, opened the debate. 

Owing to the indisposition of Mr. Richard- 
son the duty of opening for the minority 
devolved upon Mr. Swanson of Virginia. 
The other speakers were Mr. Grosvenor 
(Rep., Ohio,) and Mr. Robertson (Dem., 
La.,) for the bill, and Messrs. Shafroth, 
(Silver, Col.;) De Armond, (Dem., Mo.,) 
Thayer, (Dem., Mass.,) and Patterson, 
(Dem., Tenn.,) against it. Mr. Robertson 
said he would support the bill because free 
trade with the islands and reciprocity with 
Cuba, which was threatened, would de- 
stroy the sugar interest of his State. To- 
morrow Mr. McCall, a Republican member 
of the Ways and Means Committee from 
Massachusetts, will oppose the bill. 

After the routine business had been dis- 
posed of Mr. Payne moved that the House 
go into Committee of the Whole for the 
consideration of the Philippine Revenue 

| bill. Two Democrats, Messrs. Vandiver, 

(Mo.) and Cooper, (Texas,) attempted to in- 

terrupt the motion with requests for unan- 

imous consent to consider Schley resolu- 
tions, but Mr. Payne declined to yield the 
floor and his motion prevailed. 

Mr. Payne, in opening the debate, care- 
fully explained the purpose of the bill, 
which already has been set forth in his re- 
port. He reviewed at some length the 
events leading up to the formulation of the 
tariff. He contrasted the Spanish rates 
with those fixed by the commission. .On 
flour, for instance, he said, the rate had 
been reduced from $1.88 to 50 cents; on rice, 

| from 59 cents to 40, and on hams and 
smoked meats from $0.13 to $3. Proportion- 
ate reductions had been made on other 
articles. 

Mr. Payne explained that the commis- 
sion also had deemed it wise to continue a 
pores of the old Spanish export tax on 

emp, sugar, and tobacco owing to the dif- 
ficulty_ of levying and collecting a land 

tax. Personally, he said, he did not like 
the idea of an export tax, but there 
seemed ho other way at present. There 
was necessity for immediate action to 
méet the situation created by the decision 
of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Payne also explained the feature of 
the bill providing for the extension of the 
navigation laws of the United States to the 
islands and the permission it granted to 
foreign vessels to ply between Philippine 
and American ports until January, 1905. 

Mr. Payne's statement that by that time 
it was hoped that American ships would 
be able to take care of this business 
aroused scattering applause on his side of 
the House. 


MR. PAYNE. AROUSES ENTHUSIASM. 


Mr. Payne aroused enthusiasm as he de- 
scribed the great work of civilization which 
was going on along the line of education. 
“Our friends on the other side,’ said he, 
“howl about our imperialistic government 
of the natives. We are trying to lift them 
up to the standard of American citizen- 
ship.”’ 

“Are you trying to fit them for citizen- 
ship in the United States or citizenship in 
the ‘Philippine Islands?’ asked Mr. Gaines, 
(Tenn.) 

“We will cross that bridge when we come 
to it,’ replied Mr. Payne, 

During Mr. Payne’s speech there was a 
colloquy between Mr. Gaines, (Tenn.,) who 


visited the islands last Summer, and Mr. 
Payne. The latter described the success 
of the Philippine Commission and asserted 
that the Republicans were trying to lift 
the Filipinos to American citizenship. Mr. 
Gaines declared the Constitution and flax 
should be carried to the Philippines. > 

Mr. Payne said he was surnrised Nir. 
Gaines had not carried the flag and Con- 
stitution to the islands. 

“You have done that covertly,” Mr. 
Gaines. ‘I propose to show you up.” 

Mr. Payne sarcastically replied that he 
supposed Mr. Gaines had learned more in a 
brief visit than all the officials of the Unit- 
ed States in two years and a half of inves- 
tigation. 

ir. Payne also had a brief controversy 
with Mr. Wheeler, (Ky.,) in which the latter 
asserted that aggregate capital had the as- 
surance that the Attorney General would 
not prosecute the trusts, and that was wh} 
they existed. 

Mr. Payne declared that Mr. Wheeler did 
not believe his own assertion any more than 
he (Payne) believed It. 

Mr. Payne closed his speech at 1:20 P. M. 
and was followed by Mr. Swanson, (Va.,) 
who declared that none of the benefits for 
the Filipino people spoken of could accrue 
through the agency of the pending bill. The 
voice of the floor leader of the majority. 
he said, was the voice of Jacob, but the 
hand was the hand of Esau. He reviewed 
the recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
in reference to the Philippines, deploring 
the fact that the court had reversed its 
previous decisions and had seen proper to 
confer upon Congress absolute power to 
govern Territories. He deprecated as per- 
nicious the principle of the bill, which 
tixed the tariff duties on goods going from 
the United States into the Philippines. He 
said this really gave to this countrv the 
power to fix both the price at which the 
Filipinos should sell their goods to us and 
also purchase ours; that this was a power 
which no just nation wanted to exercise 
and which could not be exercised without 
abuse and oppression. He insisted that it 
was precisely the same power that the 
British Parliament sought to exercise over 
the American Colonies, against which they 
rebelled. 

He said that Philippine sugar to enter our 
markets must pay_a duty of $36 per ton, 
while ours could be sold in their markets 
upon the payment of $17 per ton; that their 
hemp must pay a duty of $20, while ours 
could enter the Philippines at $11 per ton; 
that our coal could enter at 25 cents per 
ton, while theirs, when sold here, must pay 
67 cents per ton; that our tobacco enters 
their markets on a payment of 88 cents per 
pound, while theirs must pay here $1.85 per 
pound. He said a fit place for such a bill | 
was in the Cortes of Spain, and not in the | 
Congress of the United States. 


SHOULD BE GIVEN INDEPENDENCE. 


In conclusion, he declared that a proper 
solution of the Philippine question would 
be a declaration by Congress that the in- 
habitants of the islands should be given in- 
dependence as soon as a safe and stable 
Government could be maintained. 

Mr. Thayer, (Mass.,) in a fifteen-minute 
speech, explained the reasons which in- 
duced him to oppose the passage of the bill. 
He declared that we had overpowered the 
Filipinos, but had not conquered them; - 
that the same spirit of liberty which led 
them to rebel against the tyranny of Spain 
still animated them. This bill, which pro- 
osed to tax them at both ends of the 
ine, would naturally arouse their resent- 
ment. 

Mr. Grosvenor recalled the storm of criti- 
cism against a similar bill for the benefit 
of Porto Rico. But it had passed and 
money had been made available. Mr. Gros-

STOCKHOLDERS’ FIGHT 
IN NORTHERN PACIFIC 


Seek Permanently to Enjoin Retire- 
ment of Preferred Issues. 


The Plaintiffs’ Counsel Says Such Ac- 
tion Is Ilegal—Hill-Morgan and 
Harriman Interests Not 
Disturbed. 


Justice Scott, in the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday, heard arguments on an application 
made by certain holders of the preferred 
stock of the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company to continue a temporary injunc- 
tion granted by Justice Beach on Dec, 10, 
restraining the company from retiring the 
entire preferred stock of the company 
(750,000 shares at a par value of $100 a 
share) on Jan. 1, 1902, pursuant to the reso- 
lutions of its Directors adopted on Noy. 13. 

The plaintiffs in the action are Wolf 
Brothers & Co. The complaint states that 
the company intended to retire all of its 
preferred stock and give to the holders of 
the common stock an opportunity to pur- 
chase bonds that would be issued upon the 
retirement of the preferred stock. 

A resolution to this effect was passed 
and adopted by the Directors of the com- 
pany, it was alleged, last month without 
the knowledge of the stockholders, and the 
complaint says that such resolution is ille- 
gal, null, and void. 

The complaint further states: 

“The present holders of the majority of 
the common stock will obtain the control 
and management of the defendant com- 
pany, and will also make large profits on 
their respective holdings of stock, which 
will be greatly enhanced in value, not rlone 
because of the retirement of the afore- 
mentioned preferred stock, but also because 
of the particular advantages offered to the 
holders of such common stock by the 
Northern Securities Company, organized 
with the object of taking over the common 
stock of the defendant, the stock of cer- 
tain. other competing railroads, and there- 
by acquiring the control and management 
of the same.” 

W. H. Cochran, counsel for the plaintiff, 
in arguing in support of the application for 
the injunction, said that the action of the 
30ard of Directors of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, “ by,its dragnet resdélu- 
tions,’’ was in violation of the rights of 
each and every one of the preferred stock- 
holders of the company, and that the reso- 
lutions were of no legal force, as the Di- 
rectors were without power or authority to 
adopt thein. 

‘So long as the preferred stock is in ex- 
istence,”’ he said, ‘the preferred stock- 
holders have the same rights as the com- 


mon stockholders. The object of the scheme | 


on the part of the Directors is to put the 
company into the hands of the common 
stockhoiders so that they can get absolute 
control of the road and divide large profits. 
It is a stcock-jobbing scheme to get money 
into the peckets of the common stockhold- 
crs, to the exclusion of the holders of the 
preferred stock. This scheme gives to the 
common stock a largely increased value at 
the cost of the preferred stock, and it is 
therefore illegal, and to prevent it we ask 
for a continuance of the injunction."’ 

Francis Lynde Stetson, counsel for the 
defendant, told how the plan of the reor- 
ganization of the company was adopted 
and said that the unanimous consent of all 
the stockholders Jad been obtained, and 
consequently that ‘took out of the case any 
question of lack of equity, and confined 
counsel toe the plaintiff to the claim that 
the action of the Board of Directors was 
illegal. 

Mr. Stetsor argued that there could be 
no questicn of legality for the reason that 
the company owned 40,000,000 acres of land, 
which might be sold at a large profit and 
the money used to wipe out the company’s 
indebtedness. Mr. Stetson said that he 
hoped that the questions at issue would 
be cecjded at once, as to continue the in- 
junction for even another day would work 
serious inconvenience and loss to the stock- 
holders of the corporation. 

The common stock has always had con- 
trol,’’ said Mr. Stetson, ‘iand it was always 
the intention that it should, and that,-.was 
the reason the common stock was so at- 
tractive. There has been no sinister or se- 
cret intention in giving the control of the 
company to the common stockholders.” 

Justice Scott reserved his decision, and 
instructed ccunsel on both sides to submit 
briefs té-morrow’at the latest, as the case 
was too important to permit of any delay. 
He said*he would hand down his decision at 
an early date. 

Representatives of the Hill-Morgan and 
the Harriman interests do not attach much 
importance to the present suit. It is claimed 
that no ccurt can prevent holders of the 
preferred stock from selling their shares 
on the terms offered, and that if the in-# 
junction is made permanent it will apply 
only to the shares of the non-assenting 
stockholders, 

It is not expected that any decision which 
may be rendered by the court will seriously 
affect the Northern Securities Company, 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company, or 
the agreement under which a settlement 
of the Northwestern Railroad situation was 
reached, Wall Street also awaits the deci- 
sion of the court with equanimity. 


STEAMERS IN COLLISION. 


Spanish Vessel Sunk, but Her Crew 
Rescued by Boat Which Ran 
Her Down. 

BOSTON, Dec. 17.—The British steamship 
Isle of Kent of Newcastle, England, from 
Savannah for Bremen, put in her to-day 
with her bows crushed in and her stem 
battered. She brought the entire crew of 


the Spanish steamer Amesti, bound from 
Bilbao, Spain, for Philadelphia, the latter 
vessel having sunk in half an hour after 
a collision with the Isle’of Kent on Satur- 
day last, when about 328 miles east of Cape 
Cod, 

The collision occurred at about 3:30 
o'clock in the morning when the vessels 
were in latitude 38.30, longitude 64.40 west, 
The Isle of Kent struck the Amesti amid- 
ships on the starboard side, cutting half 
way through her, so that she began to fill 
immediately. She sank within twenty-five 
minutes 

With the exception of the chief officer 
and the deck watch, none of the crew of 
the Amesti had time to save anything. 
They jumped into a lifeboat and into a 
skiff and rowed away. Boats from the Isle 
of Kent met them, and they were taken 
aboard that vessel. 

The Isle of Kent was loaded with cotton 
from Savannah for Bremen. The Amesti 
sailed from Bilbao Nov. 27 at 3 P. M. with 
a cargo of iron ore for Philadelphia. 


KIDNAPPED ZACHARY TAYLOR. 


Death of T. C. Coleman, Who Once Ran 
Away with a President. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 17.—T. 
man, a prominent business man, died to- 
day at his country home, The Meadows, 
agetl seventy-seven. Mr. Coleman, who 
came to this country from Cork, Ireland, 
in 1838, was connected with the steamboat 
business in its palmy days. It was while 
enguged in this business that Mr. Coleman, 
then a_ steamboat Captain, kidnapped 
President-elect Zachary Taylor by way of 
a joke. 

It was arranged by New Orleans people 
that Gen. Taylor should be taken up the 
Mississippi River from his plantation in a 
specially fitted boat, with brass bands and 
festivities befitting the celebration. Capt. 
Coleman came by a few hours earlier than 
the vessel of honor and took the President- 
elect on board, the latter unaware that he 
had taken the wrong boat. 

Nine children survive Mr. Coleman. 


CANNOT RECOVER FOR PICTURE. 


Plaintiff Can't Produce Witnesses Who 
Saw Correggio Paint It. 
Justice Russell, in the 
yesterday dismissed the complaint in the 
suit brought by Herman Linde against the 
executors of the estate of the late Collis 
P. Huntington to recover $6,000 for a paint- 
ing alleged to be the famous “ Angel's 
Head,” by Correggio. : 
Justice Russell said, in dismissing tne 
complaint, that the only evidence that 


would tend to sustain the plaintiff's conten- 
tion was inadmissible under the law. The 
testimony the court referred to was testi- 
mony the plaintiff endeavored to intro- 
duce concerning Mr. Huntington's verbal 
agreement to buy the picture and the genu- 
ineness of the paintioe. Justice Russell 
held that as Cosme. ad died 300 years 
ago, it could not be legally proved that 
he had painted the picture unless some wit- 
aoe could be produced who ba seen him 
o it. 


Cc. Cole- 
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PITTSBURG FLOOD SUBSIDES. 


Business Interests Will Probably Lose 
$1,000,000 as a Result of the Rise 


—Nine Lives Lost. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 17.—The three 
rivers at Pittsburg have fallen below the 
danger line, and the work of clearing away 
the débris and mud, and the reclaiming 
of lost craft, washed away by the waters, 
has begun. The upper Ohio Valley is still 
in the throes of the ‘flood. The water is 
dangerously high at many points down the 
Ohio River. The loss sustained by Pitts- 
burg interests may reach $1;000,000. 

Coal shipments will be begun to-morrow 
or Thursday, but not much coal will be 
moved, although there are over 15,000,000 
bushels awaiting shipment. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17. — Railroad 
service in this State, which was badly crip- 
pled by the floods of Saturday night and 


Sunday, is gradually recovering its normal 
condition, and by to-morrow morning trains 
will be running practically on time. The 
railroads that suffered the most damage 
are the Lehigh Valley, Central of New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Wesiern, and New York Central.

LINSEED OIL LITIGATION. 


American Company Demands an Ac- 
counting from Its Predecessor. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Asserting that $500,-

TWO BANKS CONSOLIDATE | 


The North America Absorbs Bank 
of the State of New York. 


Charles W. Morse of the 
Former Institution—R. L. Edwards 
to be Its President. 


in Control 


There will shortly be one more very large 
down-town bank, to be formed by the con- 
solidation of the National Bank of North 
America and.the Bank of the State of New 
York, under the title of the former institu- 
tion. This result has been brought about af- 
ter some two months of negotiations by the 
purchase by Charles W. Morse df a con- 
siderable portion of the Bank of North 
America shares held by President Warner 
Van Norden, whe, however, will remain in 
the Directorate of the consolidated institu- 
tion, e 

R. L. Edwards, President of the Bank of 
the State of New York, who, with Mr. 
Morse, controls that bank, will become 
President of the merged banks, Mr. Morse 
became a Director of the Bank of the 
State of New York in 1895. According 
to the consolidation plan, the dominant 
stockholding interest in the North 
America is changed, and the North America 
takes over the State Bank’s business, while 
the latter institution will probably go into 
liquidation. 

President Van Norden said yesterday: 

‘“‘The Directors of the National Bank of 
North America have voted to double the 
bank’s capital and surplus by offering for 
subscription by present stockholders enough 
new shares at 200 to make the capital 
$2,000,000 and the surplus $2,000,000, in or- 
der to absorb the business of the Bank of 


the State of New York. For a year past l 
have desired to retire from active banking, 
and will now be able to obtain more time 
for my own affairs.’’ 

In addition to Mr. Van Norden, William 
F. Havemeyer, Elihu Root, John H. Flag- 
ler, and probably Henry F. Dimock, of the 

resent North America Board, will remain 

n the new Directorate. Henry Chapin, Jr., 
now cashier, will become Vice President. 
It is expected that the changes will be 
made at the coming annual meeting in 
January. ; 

Under Mr. Van Norden's eleven years of 
administration, the Bank of North America 
doubled its capital ad surplus out of the 
profits, advanced the dividend to 8 per 
cent., and increased the deposits sevenfold, 
Bank of North America is bid for at 280, 
while the last reportea bid for Stute Bank 
stock was 230. he Bank of the State of 
New York has a capital of $1,200,000, sur- 
plus of $540,000, and deposits of $4,500,000, 
On Sept. 30 the North America, whose 
stock has been increased from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000, had profits of $1,025,761.88 and 
deposits of $16,730,917.62. 

he consolidated bank will occupy some 
of the most pretentious banking quarters 
in New York in the new building to be 
erected on the site of the State Bank now, 
the abutting property on Exchange Place 
and running around the Atlantic Building 
to 41 and 43 Wall Street. The property 
running from 41 to 43 Wall Street to 45 to 
47 Exchange Place was bought by Mr. 
Morse and his associates last April, the re- 

orted price being in the neighborhood of 

1,250,000. 

Mr. Van Norden said that the new bank- 
ing floor space would be about 15,000 square 
feet, or more than four times the bank's 
present floor space. No further informa- 
tion was obtained concerning Mr. Van Nor- 
den’s purchase of the southeast corner plot 
at Fifth Avenue and Sixtieth Street, where 
an apartment hotel will be erected, the 
floor of which, according to report, may 
be used for banking room. 

Charles W. Morse, who thus becomes one 
of the two chief persons in one of the 
larges: banking institutions, controls a con- 
siderable number of banks, including the 
Bank of New Amsterdam, the Garfield Na- 
tional Bank, the National Broadway Bank, 
and the Domestic Exchange National Bank, 
which latter institution was recently ab- 
sorbed by the National Broadway Bank.

| POLICY SHOP PROTECTION 


Frank Moss Believes Each Paid 
$20 a Month to the Police. 


Evidence Found in Papers Taken in Re- 
cent Raid—Believed to be in Albert 
J. Adams’s Handwriting. 


Twenty dollars per month per policy shop 
is believed by ex-Police Commissioner 
Frank Moss to be the price paid the police 
for protection by the ‘ Policy King," ac- 
cording to a statement made by him yes- 
terday at the headquarters of the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime. 

Among the proceeds of the recent raid 
on the headquarters of the policy fraternity 
at 366 West Thirty-first Street was a large 
blue envelope filled with memoranda of 
the policy shops in several precincts, and 
what appeared to be the payments by pre- 
cincts for protection. 

All of these memoranda, Mr. 
are in the handwriting of 
Adams, known as the “ Policy King,’’ ac- 
cording to the testimony of five persons 
familiar with and possessing undisputed 
specimens of Adams's handwriting. 

‘“*I have made,” said Mr. Moss, ‘an ex- 
amination of some of the papers found in 
the raid on the policy headquarters at 366 
West Thirty-first Street. I am satisfied 
from the evidence of several persons that 
these papers are in the handwriting of 
‘Al’ Adams. They refer almost entirely 
to the payment of money by police pre- 
cincts and the locations of the policy 
in these precincts. 

“Trom these papers it is evident that 
payments were made in advance, and that 
the December tribute had been paid. The 
memoranda show payments in three pre- 
cincts during 1901 of $17,800, and we have 
ciphered out that the price was $20 per 
month per shop. I don't say that these 
payments represent all the money paid for 
protection.

There were three mortgages on the prop- 
erty, one of which was held by the Kupfel 
Brewing Company. Mrs. Brooks claims 
that Bough and Weyman told her that the 
Hupfel Company mortgage was vold, and 
that she need not pay. She said they 
promised to protect her if she would give 
them the deed for the property. She re- 
fused despite their persistent urging until 
one day they called when she was sick. 
Mrs. Brooks declares that something to 
drink was given her, which she beiieves 
was drugged, for she was confused by it 
and signed the deed without meaning to do 
it. She asked them to return it, which they 
promised to do. They also promised not 
to transfer the deed, but she claims the 
deed, which was conveyed to a man named 
Short, was transferred by him to “ John 
Doe."’ Weyman then, according to Mrs. 
Brooks, refused to pay her rent for the 
hotel.

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JUSTICE JEROME - 
SPEAKS IN ROCHESTER 


His Address on Excise Before 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Introduced by Senator Raines, He Gives 
His Views on Liquor Traffic 
in Cities. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dee. 17.—The ban- 
quet of the Chamber of Commerce to-night 
was largely attended. The Hon. George 
Raines, in introducing the guest of the 
evening, Justice William Travers Jerome, 
facetiously characterized him as the Pan 
of New York City and proudly spoke of 
his lineage as being interwoven with the 
history of Rochester. 3 

As Mr. Jerome arose to respond to the 
subject assigned to him, ‘‘ The Municipal 
Problem in New York as Affected by the 
Liquor Tax Laws,’’ he was greeted with a 
hearty burst of applause. Justice Jerome, 
speaking without notes, in tones punctuated 
with great emphasis, laying much stress 
upon points in his address which he wished 
to forcibly impress upon his auditors, said 
in part: 

“Mr. President and Mr. Toastmaster, 
falsely so-called, because I feel it should be 


Mr. Roastmaster, I am not here to try to 
fill your minds with empty representations. 
I am here because my heart is in a certain 
question, and because I feel this question is 
vital to the people who have treated me 
well and to whom I am in honor bound to 
discharge my obligations. I came here be- 
cause I feel to discharge these obligations 
we have got to have help and we have got 
to have help outside of the City of New 
York.”’ 

After speaking of the enormous vote of 
the municipalities in the country for some 
years and their growth at the expense of 
morals in many districts, the speaker said: 

“While they have grown, their interests 
have by no means ruled the great Legislat- 
ure. Laws have been imposed upon them, 
radically, unjustly, and unwisely, unjustly 
and unwisely because the evils that they 
brought in were worse than those they 
sought to remedy. Now this growth of 
municipalities has made municipal problems 
of the highest importance.”’ 

“In the City of New York to-day there 
is gathered almost half the population of 
the State of New York,” said Mr. Jerome, 
“‘and,’’ he continued, ‘‘ the problems to be 
dealt with are no easy matters. The ques- 
tions of science and transportation are dif- 
ficult things. * They bring in the elements 
of religion, whether Croton water shall be 
filtered or not, the question of the disposi- 
tion of the refuse, and the question of 
water supply.”’ Continuing, Mr. Jerome 
said: 

‘These subjects cannot be broached for 
the benefit of one political machine or the 
other political machine in the metropolis. 
{ know ‘that politics in this part of the 
country is quite pure; but, in our city both 
machines are so fundamentally rotten that 
there is nothing to choose between them. 

“You cannot solve problems unless you 
approach them honestly and unless you 
approach them honestly you can never 
solve them in the City of New York, be- 
cause no administration can remain long 
enough in office to grapple with them. 

“One of these problems which confronts 
us now is one of vital interest, and in the 
interests of which I have come here to cry 
out to you for help. This problem is deal- 
ing with a liquor problem in the City of 
New York. We have 13,000 saloons in the 
city and we have at least 1,000 saloons open 
every Sunday despite the austerity of the 
law which the ‘ hayseeds’ have passed. 

‘““We have in the city of New York at 
least 140,000 voters who every Sundsy ir 
the vear go into the saloon 
more drinks. 
lieve that the offense is a moral one or ore 
involving moral turpitude. They cannct be 
made to feel that it is a crime to go in by 
the side door and ask another man to com- 
mit a crime by selling them liquor and 
lower their self-respect and a'so the self- 
respect of every man that sells to them. 

“If you endeavor to enforce the law, the 
administration that endeavors to enforce it 
goeg out at the end of the term, but I am 
told those who make no honest effort to en- 
force the law meet with no drastic -punish- 


ment. 

**Except John Raines, if there is one 
man that lives in the State of New York 
who is more cordially hated than I am, 1 
will give $1,000 to any charitable institu- 
tion if he can be produced.” 

The speaker, continuing, said that all ef- 
forts put forth to enforce the present law 
have been of little avail. “ Liquor has 
been soli, if not openly, at least none the 
less regularly.”

SEASON’S FIRST SNOWFALL. 


The first real snowfall of the season 
struck New York City late yesterday after- 
noon. It was a light one, but with the first

of shoppers had hard work to keep their 
fee: Falls were very frequent, and in the 
course of the evening the services of ambu- 
lance surgeons had to be requisitioned for 
about a dozen persons who suffered broken 
limbs and minor injuries. 

Fifth Avenue, with its asphalt pavement, 
was particularly bad for the horses, and 
many falls occurred. Wagon traffic across 
the Brooklyn -Bridge was almost impos- 
sible in the late evening, the roadway being 
like ice. Sand, however, was freely sprin- 
kled on the roadway and helped matters 
considerably 

Street car traffic was hampered to an 
appreciablé extent, the cars fairly crawling

The \Veather Bureau reported that the 
snowstorm was the result of a slight dis- 
turbance off the Jersey coast, and down 
around Sandy Hook. 


TWO BROKERS EXPELLED. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Arthur R. Jones of 
A. R. Jones & Co., grain commission mer- 
chants and stock brokers, was expelled 


from membership in the Board of Trade by 
the Directors of that body to-night on 
charges of uncommercial conduct and 
bucketshopping. 

Michael J. Ryan, secretary of A. R. Jones 
& Co., and principal broker for the com- 
pany on the Board of Trade floor, was also 
expelled. L. C. Geahart, another member, 
was suspended for sixty days for uncom- 
mercial conduct in attempting to secure 
Board of Trade quotations for a branch of- 
fice occupied jointly with an alleged buck- 
et shop. 

The Directors were in session over six 
hours. The penalties in the case of Jones 
and Ryan were the heaviest inflicted for 
over a year.

THE MYSTERY OF A 
WRECKED BUILDING. 


Stood in the Way of New Department 
Store — Fuller Company Says De- 
sign Did Not Cause Its Fall. 


Broadway has a mystery. It is all over 
the fall of a strong brick building that 
was founded upon a rock. It happened just 
after midnight yesterday morning. The 
stricken building was formerly 116 West 
Thirty-fifth Street. 

All around this structure for months the 
George A. Fuller Construction Company 
has been building the foundations for the 
department store running from Thirty- 
fourth to Thirty-fifth Street, on Broad- 
way, to be occupied by R. H. Macy & 
Co. Strong inducements had been made in 
vain to induce the two tenants—Alois Ebert, 
a barber, and John Merkel,.a_ tailor—to 
surrender their leases, expiring May 1 next. 

Yesterday morning there was a crack- 
ling of walls and a loud crash. The crowd 


which quickly gathered saw that ‘nothing 
was left of the building except the débris. 
James Trant of 167 Willis Avenue was the 
foreman in charge, and he was arrested. 
Trant told Sergt, Norton, who was on 
duty at the desk at the Tenderloin Police 
Station, that two persons whom he did 
not know had come: to him early in the 
evening, and offered him a large sum_ of 
money tp tear down the building. The 


foundations were bolstered up at the time. 


only with wooden stilts. Trant hitched a 
block and tackle to the underpinning and 
ulled it out. When arraigned in court 

e was discharged. 

Workmen on the premises when they 
saw the pile of trash remarked on the 
unmistakable evidences to be found of a 
tornado the night before. ‘‘ Didn’t you see 
how the wind blew?" asked one of them. 
At the Weather Bureau it was stated that 
the velocity of the wind on the top of the 
twenty-two-story American Surety Build- 
ing Monday night was seven miles an hour. 

Harry 8. Black, President of the George 
A. Fuller Company, said this: 

“We authorized no one to tear down 
that building. We had no one at work 
there at the time, and we know nothing 
about it. If the structure was pulled down 
it’ was not done with our sanction.” 

A representative of R. H. Macy & Co. 
made the following statement: 

“Some time ago complaint was made 
ihat this building was unsafe. The Build- 
ing Department issued a precept ordering 
us to make certain repairs there, This 
precept was indorsed by the Supreme Court, 
We ordered our contractors to make these 
repairs. We understand that it was in the 
making of these repairs that the building 
fell. We did not auth@rize any one to tear 
down the building.’”’ 

The statements of Ebert, the barber, and. 
Merkel, the tailor, agree. They say that, 
owing to an agreement that they were to 
be undisturbed, they had secured no in- 
junction. The fact that they had secured 
none, they said, made it now impossible 
for them to proceed other than civilly. 

They say that on Monday afternoon the 
building in which they worked was under- 
mined, and wooden props placed where sub- 
stantial rock foundations had been pre- 
viously. Some movements had been made 
toward tearing down the building, but a 
Roundsman, at their request, stopped this. 
They telephoned to a lawyer, but he said 
the courts were closed. 

Ebert ‘says his loss was about $8,000, for 
which amount he will bring suit. Merkel 
says that his stock and lease were worth 
about $10,000. He will sue. 


AGAINST ELM STREET TROLLEY. 


The Committee on City Affairs of the Re- 
form Club sent a letter to Controller Coler 
yesterday ‘in opposition to the prposed Elm 
Street franchise which has been referred to 


him for investigation by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, 

It is urged in the letter that such a fran- 
chise would greatly interfere with traffic 
through the wholesale district, that the 
permitted by the ordinance are too 
high, and that the ordinance could be eas- 
ily evaded. It was also asserted that the 
franchise period is too long and that it will 
give the Metropolitan Company a complete 
monopoly of surface lines in Manhattan 
Island. 

The Tetter also Characterizes as insignifi- 
cant compensation the provision for pay- 
ment to the city of 3 per cent. of the gross 
receipts annually for the first five years 
and 5 per cent. thereafter. 

FOR PASSING BAD COIN. 


Frank Burke and four other officers of 
the United States Secret Service last night 
at 419 West Thirty-ninth Street 
and caused to be locked up in the West 
Thirtieth Street Station two men whom 
they charged with having possession of and 


attempting to pass counterfeit money. The 
prisoners described themselves as William 
Connor and John Redon. 

Agent Burke said that he and his associ- 
ates had been on the trail of the two pris- 
oners arid some other men for two weeks, 
having them under suspicion as the ones 
that have passed several hundreds of dol- 
lars in spurious coins of small denomina- 
tions in the ‘** Tenderloin’’ during the last 
inonth.

learn the condition of their lives and indus- 
tries, and to co-operate upon a line which 
would produce the best results. 

There has not been a strike in the stove 
industry. Why? We have approached that 
subject through representatives of each 
body, and if there is anything valuable in 
this country to-day it is the representative 
system, so long as these representatives 
are well qualified men to carry Out their 
purposes. 


That is a convincing experience as to 
the practical value of the policy of nego- 
tiation by representatives of the parties 
in interest. It is as much better than 
arbitration as prevention is better than 
cure. 

Two very interesting speeches were 
made at the conference by extensive cm- 
ployers of labor. One was by Mr. HANNa, 
who expressed his hope and desire that a 
better understanding would be brought 
about through organization of both labor 
and capital. The method adopted in the 
cases of the hatters and the stovemak- 
ers will plainly accomplish that result. 
The other was by Mr. ScuHwas of the 
United States Steel Corporation.

LORD ROSEBERY AND THE WAR. 

Whether or not Lord Rosesery has 
the stuff in him for a political leader is a 
question upon which his own country- 
men evidently differ widely. But there 
be no question that the British 
need for political leadership is urgent. 
Lord virtually abdicated 
some time before he formally resigned 
the Foreign Secretaryship. If he had 
asserted himself, which he could scarce- 
ly have failed to do nad been 
he would hardly have al- 
lowed the precipigate Mr. CHAMB2RLAIN 
to plunge the British Empire, without 
looking, into the war which it was even 
then evident ‘‘ could have no triumphs,” 
which has already brought such trouble 
upon Great Britain, and which, until it 
is finally settled, carries chronic 
bilities of greater trouble still. 

Certainly, although provhets of evil 
were not lacking in England when the 
war broke out, nobody pretended to fore- 
see that in two years and a half Great 
Britain would find herself carrying on

The more an Englishman insists that 
the war was just and necessary on the 
part of Great Britain in its origin, the 
severer must be his condemnation of its 
conduct.

BERY takes. No sane Boer, he says, can 
look forward to anything short of annex- 
ation. But annexation under terms that 


leave the annexed inhabitants their civil 
rights under a British guarantee is one 
thing A surrender that puts them abso- 
lutely at the ‘uncovenanted mercies of 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN and Lord MILNER is 
quite another. Yet the only terms that 
have been offered are these latter.

This is the more to be dreaded 
because this “little war’ has at once put 
Great Britain under the heaviest possi- 
ble bonds to keep the peace elsewhere, 
and what Lord RoseBery calls Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’S “ provocative oratory” 
produced ‘unparalleled ill-will 
toward Great Britain in every European 
country.” 

Lord RosEeBery’s presentation of the 
case does not lack point; it does not lack 
tact; from no point of view does it lack 
patriotism. Above all, it does not lack 
timeliness. The increasing disgust with 
the conduct of the war and the bungling 
of the Ministry must incline a much 
larger part of the British public than 
could have been secured at any time be- 
fore to acquiesce in a change. If the 
speech does not come within the range of 
“ practical politics,’’ so much the worse, 
one is tempted to say, for the British 
Empire.

telegraphic purposes is so absolute that 
one could not there experiment with 
flashlights or heliograph signals, which 
would be fairly comparable to what 
Marcon! is doing, the unwisdom of their 
action in seeking to restrain him is so 
evident that it almost passes compre- 
heusion. 

If Marcon! has found a way of trans- 
mitting electrical impulses through the 
air across the ocean, and can develop his 
system to a point at which it becomes 
competitive with the cables, the per- 
sons owning and operating the Anglo- 
American cable should make haste to 
put themselves in a position to take ad- 
vantage of itn the ‘‘ most favored na- 
tion’’ basis. To this end they would 
have shown wisdom in offering MARCONI 
the free use of their line for any mes- 
sages he might want to send and every 
facility for the most exhaustive experi- 
mentation. The probabilities are that 
such tests would show that practical 
Wireless telegraphy between Europe and 
America, if not a chimera, is still years 
from a demonstration, and that between 
the dream and its realization there is 
research and experiment. Mean- 
while they should have put themselves 
in a position to take advantage, for the 
benefit of their customers, of all that 
MARCONI might accomplish to facilitate 
and cheapen ocean telegraphy. This 
would have shown ordinary business 
Sagacity and given notice to those ambi- 
tious of developing competition with the 
in international communication 
that whatever is useful in MARCONI's in- 
vention will be of more value to com- 
panies with large investments to pro- 
tect than to any one else. 

What the Anglo-American Company 
has actually done is to give notice to 
the world that it sees in MARCONI a 
dangegous competitor; that it is afraid 
of his invention, and that the syndi- 
cate of capitalists which secures con- 
trol of it will have a means of com- 
pelling the existing cable companies to 
come This would be an ex- 
tremely dangerous admission, if true. In 
making it the Anglo-American Company 
has done MARCONI all the good possible 
and it¢elf all the harm it was at the 
moment its power inflict. This 
illustrates exactly the difference which 
exists between narrow selfishness and 
enlightened self-interest. The incident 
is instructive, if not edifying.

—_~—Anelogies and illustrations, much ag 
they help an argument if selected with 
care and skill, are dangerous, and apt to 
weaken even a good conclusion, if their 
relevancy {!s dubious or deniable. For that 
renson should the correspondent whose let- 
ter in favor of the ‘“‘ American Sunday" in 
all its traditional strictness we published 
Monday have refrained from mentioning 
locomotives and old clothes as sharing with 
than the need for rest at stated intervals. 
As for locomotives, there did, indeed, exist 
in the paSt a somewhat widespread impres- 
sion, amounting almost to a belief, that oc- 
casioni! periods of complete inactivity were 
beneficial to them, but the modern idea Is 
different and rest for machinery of any 
sort. except the rest required for repairs, is 
avoided as much aS possible. Continuous 
and steady action is now the aim of the 
enlightened mechanician, and whenever he 
can he keeps his machines at work day and 
night until they are worn out, The exten- 
sidn of ‘life’ gained by “ rest he scorns 
as only apparent—a distribution of actual 
service over a longer time, with no increase 
‘in amount. The case of living creatures is 
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wholly different, since they have a recu- 
perative power of which machines possess 
no trace. If a locomotive, when freed 
from other toil, could replace the losses by 
friction, of course rest would be good for 
it, but it can do no such thing, and the true 
economist keeps in mind “interest on in- 
vestment,’’ which never takes a vacation, 
and does his best to enforce the same in- 
dustry on the locomotive. Where our cor- 
respondent got the notion that old clothes 
recover, while Mon? om in a closet, part of 
their pristine glory we will leave for others 
to decide. Certainly the phenomenon is not 
one of common observation. 


-——In tests of endurance, the greatest 
amount of energy is necessarily expended 
by the winner, and yet almost invariably 
the winner shows fewer signs of exhaus- 
tion thun those whom he defeats, and of 
all the competitors is the soonest ready to 
begin again. This curious fact was illus- 
trated for the thousandth time at the end 
of the six-day bicycle race just completed 
in Madison Square Garden, the man who 
made the last desperate effort by which 
first prize was secured having required 
only a few hours of sleep to remove all 
visible evidences of exhaustion, while the 
condition of those who abandoned the race 
before its conclusion or who won only minor 
prizes wus, if not really alarming, at least 
far from pleasant to themselves or to those 
who saw them. It would be interesting to 
know if this difference is due entirely to 
the superior strength and better training of 
the man who wins, or whether it is partly 
a consequence of mental support, given by 
the conscicusness of success, first within 
reach and then attained. Of course the 
first has much to do with it, but the ex- 
cess of exertion has also to be taken into 
account, and the mental factor is required 
for an adequate explanation. Discourage- 
ment wears upon more than the nerves, 
and confidence is a great support. In these 
days when so many people are eagerly 
looking for the mystical, and when the 
power of mind over matter is attracting 
so much attention, especially from those 
whose knowledge of either mind or matter 
is particularly small, this problem ought to 
receive more study than has yet been be- 
stowed upon it. 

—Dr. F. W. Foxworthy, late Captain 
and Assistant Surgeon in the Thirty-fourth 
United States Infantry, has contributed to 
the current number of The New York Med- 
ical Journal an article in which he reviews 
at length the ancient and modern history 
of quarantine regulations as applied by 
many nations. Originating at a time when 
sanitation as now understood was unknown, 
and when complete ignorance existed as to 
the real nature of almost all diseases, these 
regulations were naturally marked at first 
by the grossest errors, and they also in- 
flicted enormous losses upon the commerce 
of the world, with only the smallest results 
in the way of limiting the spread of infec- 
tion. Many of the worst abuses have been 
abolished in recent years, but, as Dr. Fox- 
WORTHY shows, quarantine is still far be- 
hind medical science, and, often to no prac- 
tieal purpose, it imposes on international 
intercourse restrictions that are both in- 
convenient and expensive. This situation, 
he says with reason, suggests the need for 
a conference of medical men from all civil- 
ized nations to devise a proper system, free 
fromm the absurdities of excited and spas- 
modic quarantines. The system needed, the 
doctor explains, is one which takes into 
account climatic conditions, as influencing 
the spread as well as the stoppage of in- 
fection; the needs of commerce, and the 
safety and comfort of travelers; proper and 
improper methods of disinfection, and plans 
for the establishment of a bureau for the 
issuance of bulletins on infectious diseases 
und for the spread of these bulletins 
throughout the world. As the result of such 
a confcrence and the adoption of its con- 
clusions all over the world, the present hap- 
hazard systems would disappear, there 
weuld be no more folly on the line of “If 
you quarantine against me, I will lay a 
stricter quarantine against you,” and the 
work of the various weather bureaus would 
be duplicated in the domain of medicine. 
Of course Dr. Foxwortuy wants to have 
his great conference held in this country, 
but that is only a minor detail. The idea 
is an ecxcéllent one. 


—Why the Senate should maintain the 
pretense of doing some of its work in se- 
cret, though it has been demonstrated for 
years that individual Senators are always 
ready to supply the public with full infor- 
mation of all that happens behind the 
closed doors, is a mystery explicable only 
on the theory that Senatorial dignity de- 
mands the preservation of the forms of 
customs after their substance has entirely 
disappeared. Arguments of some force can, 
indeed, be made in favor of the contention 
that the Senate occasionally deals with 
matters concerning which only the conclu- 
sions reached should be generally known, 
but if secrecy even on these matters is im- 
possible, as it evidently is, why should the 
pretense of secrecy be kept up? Diplomacy 
is no longer what it was; its exponents talk 
aloud, nowadays, instead of whispering, 
and it is not the rights and interests of 
Kings, but those of peoples, that are set- 
tled by international negotiations. And the 
peoples want to know the means as well as 
the ends. Senator CLapp of Minnesota, be- 
ing a new member of the Senate and not 
yet reverent toward its traditions, intro- 
duced, while the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
was still under discussion, a sarcastic reso- 


{ lution stating in effect that whereas the 


published reports upon the subject \of rati- 
fication are not as full as they might be, 


| and the speeches would be more fully re- 


ported if taken down by the official stenog- 
raphers, therefore the discussion of the 
treaty should be in open session. Of course 
the Senator's resolution was hastily shoved 
into a pigeon hole, and action on it now 
would be superfluous, but he had the right 
idea, and sooner or later he or some other 
new member will introduce a broader reso- 
lution, doing away with secret sessions, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in a few very special cases, 
and that resolution will be passed by a ma- 
jority, small but sufficient. Publicity and 
responsibility go together, and each of them 
is an excellent thing, inconvenient at times, 
but never really dangerous when intentions 
and acts alike are honest. 


MR. GROUT’S STATEMENT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A tortnight ago I suggested for discus- 
sion, not,. however, as an advocate, that 
any proposition for enlarging the city’s 
debt limit should be guarded so that the 
enlarg:.d capacity would not be available in 
bulk all at once, but be a graduated en- 
largement available year by year, and also 
that, instead of taking the cost of any in- 
come-producing asset of the city as the 
busis for an increased allowance in the debt 
limit, it might be wiser to capitalize such 
public improvements on a 4 per cent. basis 
and allow as the deduction from the debt 
only 60 per cent. of such capital value. 

On Dec. 5 you discussed this proposition

;| A BOER LEADER CAPTURED 


Commandant Kruitzinger Taken 
Prisoner by Gen. French. 


He Is Badly Wounded—Is Regarded as 
the Equal of De Wet as a Strategist 
—Nearly Caught Many Times. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—A dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Belfast, and received here 
yesterday, announces that Commandant 
Kruitzinger, the famous Boer leader who 
has figured so prominently in connection 
with the invasion of Cape Colony, has been 
captured, badly wounded, by Gen. French. 

Kruitzinger was trying to break the 
blockhouse cordon at Hanover Road. 


The capture of Kruitzinger, who has been 
styled ‘‘ the De Wet of Cape Colony,” is re- 
garded as very important. He has been @ 
troublesome and energetic invader of Cape 
Colony, and is credited with more barbar- 
ities that any other commandant except 
Scheepers. In a recent proclamation he 
called himself the ‘‘ Chief Commandant of 
Cape Colony.” 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YorK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Times says Com- 
mandant Kruitzinger is believed to be the 
son of British subjects residing near Gra- 
hamstown. 

The capture of this Boer officer, says The 
Times, removes one of the most successful 
of the lesser guerrilla leaders in South 
Africa. 


Commandant Kruitzinger, or Kritzinger, 
as his name is incorrectly spelled, has 
frequently been referred to as a Cape Col- 
ony rebel. If he is really a British sub- 
ject, he will doubtless meet the same fate 
as Lotter, and be shot as a traitor. 

Kruitzinger has been among the most 
prominent of the Boer commanders ever 
since the South African war started. Lat- 
terly he has been even more active than at 
first, and last Summer no less than seven 
British columns were in hot pursuit of him 
at one time. On June 2 he captured James 
Town, Cape Colony. On Aug. 13 his com- 
mando was routed near Steynsburg by Col. 
Gorringe,~ but he succeeded in gathering 
his men together again, and was next heard 
of on Sept. 20, when he inflicted heavy 
loss on Lovat’s Scouts. Subsequently he 
failed to force a crossing of the Orange 
River. Then for a time he dropped out 
of sight. It is supposed that he imitat- 
ed De Wet’s example and retired from the 
field for a while, subsequently forming an- 
other commando. . 

Although not so spectacular a figure as 
De Wet, Kruitzinger is said to be the 
equal of the famous Free Stater as a 
strategist. He succeeded in evading his 
pursuers with the same _ extraordinary 
ability as De Wet. Like him, Kruitzinger 
has been repeatedly ‘cornered,’ and as 
often has ‘“ got away.'’’ Like De Wet's, his 
force seemed to become invisible at will. 
One week he would be _ reported as 
having over 1,000 men in his commando, 
and the next, when the British had con- 
centrated, his troops would apparently have 
vanished from the face of the earth. His 
escape after failing to cross the Orange 
River was a typtoat tnatance of his ability 
He was driven toward the river, and, when 
it was known that he had found himself 
unable to ford it, it was supposed that he 
was in a trap from which there was no 
escape. He was next heard of fifty miles 
in the rear of the British, threatening the 
railroad, having broken up his command 
int. two sections. 

Kruitzinger is by no means a typical 
Boer in apearance. An officer of the 
British Intelligence Department who fell 
into his hands described him as a fine- 
looking man, about 5 feet 10 inches in 
height. broadly built, and speaking English 
perfectly. Kruitzinger was attired in lav- 
ender-colored trousers, with yellow gaiters, 
a well-cut coat, a starched white linen 
shirt, and brand-new talty-ho hat with a 
puggaree. He wore gloves, and carried a 
hunting crop. His men were well dressed, 
and all their horses were in splendid con- 
dition. 

Hanover, where Kruitinger was captured, 
is a small town in the north of Cape 
Colony, fifty-five miles northwest of Mid- 
dleburg. 

The point at which Lord Kitchener's’ dis- 
patch announcin the capture of Kruit- 
zinger is dated shows that the recent re- 
ports that the British Commander in Chief 
in South Africa has personally taken the 
field are correct. Belfast is east of Pre- 
toria, about midway between there and the 
Portuguese frontier. Lord Kitchener is 
evidently directing the movements against 
the Boer commandos which are retiring 
north of the Delagoa Railway line. 


APPEALS FOR BOERS FAIL. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.—The Chamber ot 
Deputies to-day shelved the resolution pre- 
sented by M. Van der Velde, the Socialist 
leader, on Dec. 10, to the effect that an 


appeal be made to Great Britain to ‘ take 
the necessary steps to reduce the fearful! 
death rate in the concentration camps of 
South Africa.’’ The ground for the Cham- 
ber’s action was that Belgium has no rea- 
son to jeopardize Great Britain’s friend- 
=P by interfering in South African af- 
airs. 

The vote stood 56 against the resolution 
and 41 in favor of it. 


BERNE, Dec. 17.—The Bundesrath has 
declined to approach Great Britain on the 
subject of the concentration camps in South 
Africa, taking the ground that it might be 
interpreted as unwarrantable interference 
in the affairs of a foyeign country. 


NO ROYAL VISIT TO IRELAND. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The World says the 
proposed visit of King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra to Ireland (which was to take 
place in the Spring or after his Majesty's 
coronation) has been abandoned on account 
of the disturbed state of that country. 


THE CASE OF H. ST. JOHN DIX. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—The demand for the 
extradition 


of H. St. John Dix, charged 
with larceny committed in the United 
States, and also accused of wrecking the 
Scandinavian-American Bank at Whatcom, 
Washington, was granted at the Bow Street 
Police Court to-day. Fifteen days in which 
to appeal were allowed to the prisoner. 

Dix was defended by prominent lawyers, 
and the casé promises to become celebrated 
in the annals of extradition. His counsel 
made a strong argument, showing how the 
law of larceny in the State of Washington 
is quite different from that of England. 
They announced their intention of appeal- 
ing. 

The Magistrate, Robert H. Marsham, se- 
verely criticised the irregularity of the de- 
positions and threw out a charge of con- 
spiracy and several other charges. While 
holding the prisoner, he expressed doubt as 
to the correetness of his decision. 

The appeal case will probably drag on for 
months. 


PEASANTS BURN RUSSIAN CASTLE. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says a remarkable revolt, al- 
leged to be due to harsh treatment of the 
peasantry, has taken place on the estate of 
Count Palen, near Mitau. ~ 

The peasantry rose in a body, besieged 
the castle, set fire to it, and danced around 
the blazing building. The police were pow- 
erless against the mob, and troops were 


summoned. They were too late to be of 
any service. Everything was destroyed, in- 
cluding the valuable gallery of paintings. 

Count Palen is a member of the Council 
of the Empire. 


American Locomotives for Burma. 

LONDON, Dee. 17.—Presiding this after- 
noon at a meeting of the Burma Railways 
Company, Sir Auckland Colvin, the Chair- 
man, referred to the purchase of twenty 


American locomotives by the company. He 
said the board had been guided by the fact 
that the Americans were able to promise 
delivery within two or three months of the 
date of the order, while the English manu- 
facturers could not do so tn less than twelve 
months. The price of the American loco- 
motives was 20 per cent. less than that of 
the English engines. 


American Enterprise ‘1 Siberia. 
BERLIN, Dec. 17.—The Petersburg 
correspondent of the Cologne Gazette tele- 
graphs that a number of experts repre- 


senting big American firms have arrived 
at Vladivostock, en route for Siberia, where 
they will build factories and exploit the 
agricultural and mineral wealth of the 
country. 
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REDMOND BACK IN IRELAND. 


He and His Companions Enthuslastios 
ally Greeted—He Says All Classes 
Here Sympathize with the 
Irish Cause. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 17.—The Whité 
Star liner Oceanic, having on board Messrs, 
Redmond, McHugh, and O’Donnell, the 
Irish members of Parliament, who have 
been visiting the United States, arrived 
here this afternoon. . 

A delegation from the United Irish League 
went out on the tender to meet Mr. Red- 
mond and his companions. A most enthue 
siastic reception was tendered to the trav- 


“elers when they landed. 


CORK, Dec. 17.—When John E. Redmond, 
M. P., arrived here he was escorted to his 
hotel by an enthusiastic and demonstrative 
crowd, burning tar barrels, carrying 
torches, and accompanied by bands of 
music. 

Mr. Redmond addressed the assembly. 
He said that before another six months 
the United Irish League would be as pow- 
erful in the United States as was the 
American Land League in the time of Par- 
nell, for he had succeeded in his mission to 
America, the object of which was to arouse 
the sympathy of the Americans and to se- 
cure the co-operation of Irish-Americans. 
Irishmen in the United States, said Mr. 
Redmond, had spontaneously initiated the 
movement, and he believed it would now 


roduce as generous financial aid for Ire- 
and as had ever been the case before. 

The speaker said he was \glad to hear 
that Mr. Wyndham (Chief Secretary for 
Ireland) had resorted to coercion, and that 
he hoped Mr. Wyndham would continue to 
extend it. If there was one thing they 
wanted in Ireland it was the salt of coer- 
cion, as this would not hurt Ireland, out 
would irretrievably damage the Govern- 
ment. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Redmond 
described how all classes in the United 
States, from President Roosevelt down, had 
extended their hospitality, their good-will, 
and their sympathy to his mission and 
the Irish cause. He said he regarded these 
evidences of good-will as of enormous value 
to Ireland. With the enlightened pubiic 
opinion of that great ard free Nation on 
her side, Ireland possessed a power far 
more potent for the future than all the 
armies and navies at the disposal of Mr. 
Chamberlain and Lord Salisbury. 

Mr. Redmond said that he and his corm- 
panions had also received tthe same assur- 
ances of sympathy from Canada, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, the Canadian Premier, being 
among the first to welcome them. 


THE SUGAR CONFERENCE. 





Non-Representation of Russia and Amer- 
ica Makes It Doubtful Whether 
it Can Effect Anything. 
BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.—The International 
Sugar Conference, which opened here yes- 
terday, resumed its sessions to-day. The 
indications are that delegates, who 
represent all the countries of Europe ex- 
cept Russia, favor the total abolition of 
sugar bounties in the countries represented. 
The delegates have pledged themselves to 
abstain from making any communication 
to the press, but it has been ascertained 
that the main point of to-day’s debate was 
the imposition of countervailing duties, es- 
pecially the effect which the imposition of 
such duties by the United States might 
have in diverting the export of bounty-fed 
sugar to fresh markets, and thus gener- 
ally upsetting the present export systems 

of the bounty-paying countries. 

The German kartel system was also dis- 
cussed. <A proposition is pending to allow 
sugar countries not possessing such a price- 
sustaining organization to pay a bounty of 
2 francs a hundred kilos, to offset the effect 
of the kartel system. 

At the same time, the conference is doubt- 
ful of the efficacy of any action which 
it may take, in view of the fact that the 
United States and Russia are not bound by 
its dictum. The result may be the calling 
of a fresh conference, to include the coun- 
tries which are not at present represented.

SURGEONS WHO ATTENDED 
MR. McKINLEY ASK FOR PAY. 


Dr. Matthew D. Mann Thinks that Con- 
gress Should Make a Suitable 
Appropriation. 

BUFFALO, Dec. 17.—In view of the wide 
discussion incidental to the question of 
who should pay the physicians who at- 
tended President McKinley, Dr. Matthew 
D. Mann consented to make a statement 
to-day, setting forth the attitude of him- 
self and his associates. Dr. Mann, in re- 

ply to questions by a reporter, said: 

“We feel that we operated on the Presi- 
dent of the United States; that we operated 
for the American people with a view to 
saving their President for them; that we 
were called, not by the family of President 
McKinley, but by the authorities, the Cabi- 
net, and others, to take charge of the 
President, and we feel; therefore, that we 
have a right to look to Congress and the 
Nation for our remuneration. 

‘““We took a tremendous responsibility, 
because we took in our hands the life uf 
the most prominent man in the world, and 
we feel that in taking such a responsibility 
We ran an immense risk. Had the autopsy 
showed that we had made any serious mis- 
take, we would have received unlimited 
condemnation—we mighg even have been 
ruined professionally. From all these facis 
we feel that we should not be called upon 
to render bills to the family. <Any bil 
which we might render to the late Presle 
dent’s estate would be larger tham Mrs. 
McKinley ought to be called upon to pay. 

‘If we should render such a bill as 
she could provecty pay, we should feel that 
we would be very imperfectly remunerated. 
We feel, therefore, that Congress should 
take up the matter, and make an appro- 
priation such as it may see fit, and save us 
from becoming the objects of criticism by 
sending in a bill. For, no matter what biil 
we might send in, we would receive a cer- 
tain amount of abuse. ’ 

‘“We feel also that the dignity of the 
medical profession demands that Congress 
should pay this bill, and that the services 
should be handsomely rewarded. The 
medical profession all over the world is 
waiting with great interest to see how this 
affair wiil turn out, and we do not pyro- 
pose to do anything, if we can avoid it, 
which will lay us open to criticism.”

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THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 

The first of the afternoon concerts of the 
season of the Kneisel Quartet in this city 
took place yesterday afternoon at Men- 
delssohn Hall. The music of the day was 
taken entirely from the works of Beetho- 
ven, for Monday was the anniversary of 
his birth, and Mr. Kne'sel elected to com- 
memorate a fact of so much significance in 
the history of chamber music. The works 
selected for performance were the quartet 
in G major, Opus 18, No. 2; the sonata for 
piano and violoncello, A major, Opus 69, 
and the quartet in F major, Opus 135. 

Those who are familiar with the critical 
accounts of Beethoven's compositions will 
perceive that the music was chosen to 
illustrate the three periods of development 
which the commentators have discovered. 
The quartet in G belongs to the set of three 


published as Opus 18 in the Summer of 
1801, when Beethoven was a young man of 
thirty. Here we find the mighty Ludwig 
mingling his own originality with a de- 
votion to the manner, the form, and the 
musical idiom of his famous predecessors, 
Haydn and Mozart. The great outburst of 
the real Beethoven, the Beethoven of the 

Eroica " Symphony and “ Fidelio,’”’” was 
to come in 1805. The ‘cello sonata in A 
major was written in 1808, and therefore 
represents this period of the master’s de- 
velopment. It was, in the minds of many 
close students of music, the noblest period 
of Beethoven's activity, though those who 
rightly appreciate the composer's relation 
to the progress of the art which he did so 
muca to advance, realize the fuller signifi- 
cance of his latest style. 

Of this style the quartet in F is the ex- 
treme example. It is Beethoven's last quar- 
tet. To say that is to say that it is almost 
beyond the grasp of an ordinary music 
lover. The subtlety of the plan,;the elusive 
nature of the musical materials and of 
their treatment, the profundity of the con- 
tent, all go to make this work a tonal rid- 
die. Yet of its greatness there is no room 
for question. In every measure one recog- 
nizes the voice of a master; one, as Grove 
puts it, who has risen to the domain of ‘‘the 
prophet and the seer.”” This quartet is not 
often performed in our day. It should not 
be except by some such highly organized 
body as the Knaisel Quartet. 

_The comment is sometimes made that Mr. 
Kneisel’s readings of Beethoven are defi- 
cient in warmth. We confess to having 
found at times just a trifle too much re- 

_Straint in them, but we would not willingly 

Sacrifice the lofty reflectiveness, the deep 
rev2rence, the intellectual appreciation, and 
the exquisite phrasing of these readings for 
something with more turbulence and less 
finish. The work of the Kneisel Quartet 
is not devoid of warmth, and it has a 
tonal beauty, a balance, a completeness of 
detail, and a perfection ot ensemble, which 
leave so little to be desired that to fault 
its work is to be hypercritical. Such a 
concert as that of yesterday afternocn 
should leave behind it only cherished mem- 
ories. The sonata was played by Mr. Alwyn 
Schroeder, the ‘cello virtuoso of the quar- 
tet, 1nd Mrs. H. A. Beach of Poston. The 
audience was, as usual at these concerts, 
large and well pleased.

At the conclusion of the conference with 
Lee Grant wrote the dispatch in the orderly 


book to be telegraphed to Washington. It 
is written in pencil, but has been so care- 
fully presem¥ed that the writing is as legi- 
ble as when Grant wrote it. It is as fol- 
lows: 
Headquarters, Appomattox, C. H., Va. 
April 9, 1865, 4:30 o’clock P. M. 
Hon, ‘E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War, Wash- 
ington: 

Gen. Lee surrendered 
Virginia this afternoon on terms proposed by 
myself. The accompanying additional corre- 
spondence will show the conditions fully. 

1. 8 GRANT, Lieutenant General. 

This document was secured by George H. 
Richmond for $760. : 

Another interesting item was the famous 
‘Let the thing be pressed’ telegram from 
Abraham Lincoln to Gen. Grant. It reads 
as follows: 

By Telegraph from City Point, April 7, 1865. 

Gen. Sheridan says ‘‘If the thing {s pressed 
I think that Lee will surronder."’ Let the thing 
be pressed.. A. LINCOLN. 

Mr. Anderson guaranteed that it was the 
dispatch handed by the telegraph operator 
to Gen. Grant. It was secured by Mr. Rich- 
mond for $75. 

A lot of letters written by Gen. J. H. 
Wilson, whose force captured Jefferson 
Davis, to Gen. Badeau, and covering neariy 
the whole period of the way, was sold to 
Dodd, Mead & (Co. for $105. Among these 
letters was one describing the capture of 
Mr. Davis, saying ‘‘ the story of his flig‘it 
is even more ignoble than I told it.” and 
followed by an account of Wilson's conver- 
sation with his prisoner.

SIR FRANCIS DE WINTON DEAD. 


Was Controller and Treasurer of the 
Prince of Wales’s Household— 
Well Known in Canada. 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—The death of Major 
Gen. Sir Francis De Winton is announced. 


Sir Francis De Winton was well known in 
Canada. In 1864, when he was an aide-de- 
camp in the Dominion, he married a Cana- 
dian, Miss Evelyn Rawson of Lennoxville, 
and from 1880 to 1885 he was secretary to 
the Marquis of Lorne (now the Duke of 
Argyll) when the Marquis was Governor 
General. At the time of his death he was 
Controller and Treasurer of the Household 
of the Prince of Wales. He had long been 
a favorite with the British royal family and 
in London society. 

Sir Francis was born in 1835 at Maesllwch 
Castle, near Hay, on the Wye, being the 
son of Walter De Winton, a large land- 
owner. He was educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, and in 1854 entered the 
Royal Artillery, subsequently serving in 
the Crimea. Atterward he held military 
and administrative positions in various 
parts of the world. He was Administrator 
yeneral of the Congo just before it was 
definitely raised to the rank of a State. and 
in 1889 was Commissioner in Swaziland.

The Well-Known Veterinary Surgeon 
Passes Away in Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. i7.—Dr. Rush S. 
Huidekoper died to-day at a hospital in 
this city from a cemplication of diseases, 
said to have during the 
Spanish-American war, in which he served. 
Dr. Huidekoper was United States Com- 
missioner General to the exposition at 
Hamburg in 1883, and in 1893 was appoint- 
ed Chief Surgeon in the army, with the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel. He was forty- 

seven years of age.

Dr. Huidekoper, who was one of the most 
prominent authorities on veterinary sur- 
gery in this country, as weil as a physician 
of standing, was born at Meadville, Penn., 
and was educated at Phillips Academy, 
Exeter, and at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. He was graduated in medicine at 
the latter institution in 1877. and imme- 
diately proceeded to a study of veterinary 
surgery. 

He attended the National Veterinary 
School, at Alfort, France, and continued his 
investigations in the laboratories of Pas- 
teur, Virchow, Koch, and Chauveau. Re- 
turning to America, he was appointed a 
at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and later filled the Chair of Internal 

Pathology and Contaglous Diseases at the 

New York College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

Dr. Huidekoper was connected with the 

Medical Corps of-/the National Guard of 

Pennsylvania for several years, occupying 
several positions of importance. 

He was also Lieutenant Colonel and Chief 
Surgeon of the First Army Corps and of 
the United States troops in Porto Rico. 

His appointment as Chief Sanitary In- 

i spector of the military camp at Chat- 
tanooga after the Spanish war was not 
approved in some quarters, and as a con- 
sequence of adverse comment he resigned. 

He answered the criticism later in a pa- 
per ‘On the Organization of Army Corps." 
He said that at Chickamauga privates who 
were drunkards, epileptics, and others not 
wanted by the officers were gent to him 
as hospital nurses. He said that his com- 
plaints were pigeon-holed. 

Speaking of the reguiar army Surgeons 
he said: ‘‘ While they were mostly officers 
of ability and reputation, there were men 
among them who never learned to appre- 
ciate that an army corps Was larger than 

/ any company post, and who absolutely 
failed to realize thé energy and attention 
required for the handling of new troops.” 

His attack was published Sept. 20, 1809, 

and created a sensation at the time.

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BARK SINDIA A TOTAL LOSS. 


Cargo of Japanese Silks Gone—Schooner 
Mark Gray Wrecked—The Edith 
Dennis Probably Safe. 


OCEAN CITY, N. J., Dec. 17.—The bark 
Sindia, which came ashore on Sunday 
morning during the storm, as she was 
working up the ‘coast toward Sandy Hook, 
the end of her long voyage from Kobe, Ja- 
pan, will never float again. She broke al- 
most in two amidships to-day and she is a 
complete wreck. 

The cargo, which is entirely lost, consist- 
ed largely of silks, satins, and Japanese 
wares, which were ruined by the water be- 
fore the ship broke. When the vessel hit 
she stove a hole in her bow, and within a 
few hours there were nine feet of water in 
her hold. This morning there were twenty- 
four. The wreckers left her this morning, 
it being useless and highly dangerous to 
work on her while the sea remained as it 
did. They predicted then that she would 
begin to break up in a few hours, as her 
incessant pounding had started her in every 
part.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Advancing quotations were quite gen- 
erally the order on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, with practically every im- 
portant security on the list, Amalgamat- 
ed Copper not excepted, showing a net 
gain, some few of them not unsubstan- 
tial. More significant than this was 
the fact that for the first time in some 
weeks important banking interests ap- 
peared in the market, not alone as buy- 
ers of stocks, but as if inclined to bring 
about greater market activity and a 
higher level of prices. The Morgan 
stocks, the Standard Oil shares, the Van- 
derbilt issues, the Gould securities—all 
were active and all were higher. Amal- 
gamated Copper rose at one time 4 
points, and closed at a net gain of 15%;

GAN IS DISMISSED 
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AS TOMBS WARDEN 


Ke Makes a Scene in Commis- 
sioner Lantry’s Office. 


Ceputy Commissioner Fanning He Calls 


“Coward”—He Blames Chaplain 


Munro for His Trouble—His 


Pity for Bissert. 


There were three shifts of authority in 
he Tombs Prison yesterday, and the day 
was full of incident for those in authority 
in the Department of Correction. James J. 
Hagan was presumably Warden when he 
arrived at the prison a little before 10 
o'clock. There he found that John J. Fal- 
lon, Warden of the Blackwell's Island Peni- 
tentiary, with a bodyguard of five keepers, 
in command. Later in the day Deputy 
Warden Flynn assumed authority, and 
Warden Fallon, after a few hours’ super- 
visioh in the position he had held four 
years ago, returned to Blackwell's Island. 

Warden Hagan was dismissed from the 
dctpartment early in the day for insubordi- 
nation. He called loudly for vengeance on 
Deputy Commissioner N. O. Fanning as he 
leit him serene and smiling in his triumph. 

Warden Hagan received papers Sunday 
morning notifying him that he was under 
suspension during an investigation of com- 
plaints that he had been too friendly with 
ex-\Wardman Bissert, now a convict at 
Sing Sing, and that he had let prisoners bet 
in a neighboring poolroom. He did not re- 
gard the notification as official, coming 
irom a deputy, and he lighted his cigar 
with the papers. When he found himself 
supplanted yesterday morning he hurried 
to the offices of the Department of Correc- 
tion to demand that direct charges be made 
and that he be granted a legal hearing. He 
had been talking to Commissioner Lantry a 
iew minutes, when Deputy Commissioner 
Fanning entered. Hagan shouted: 

“This man shall not be my judge. I am 
not indicted. There are no charges against 
me, only allegations.”’ 

Commissioner Lantry tried to avoid a 
scene, and said that Hagan was asked to 
stay away from the Tombs during an inves- 
tigation. He was told that he was not sus- 
pended, but was asked to keep away fora 
lew days. Hagan was too angry to listen. 

“What is this?’’ he said. ‘Is it an in- 
vestigation, an inquiry or a trial? Am I to 
be permitted to testify in my own behalf 
and listen to my accusers according to due 
process of the law?”’ A : 

The Commissioner again tried to pacify 


comp.aints against him. Hagan turned on 
the Commissioner, his face white with pas- 
sion, and at the top of his voice he an- 
nvuneed that he courted dismissal, that he 
was an American citizen, and then, turning 
to Leputy Commissioner Fanning and shak- 
ing his fist, he cried: 

“| would rather be dismissed than stand 
this sneaking cur and coward—a coward 
mentally, morally, and physically. 1 have 
never been a coward.” 

* | dismiss you, Warden,” 
missioner, when he could 
heard. 

“Phank you, Commissioner,” said Hagan; 
**I am glad of it.”’ 

Then he turned toward Mr. Fanning, 
when Commissioner Lantry interposed and 
told him that if he did not go at once he 
would send for a policeman. Hagan then 
asked for a written permit to take away 
his effects from the Tombs. When he had 
received this he lert, but not until he had 
again denounced the Deputy Commis- 
sioner. Hagan went to the prison, where 
he said good-bye to the keepers, matrons, 
and some of the prisoners who had been 
long in his custody. He surrendered the 
keys to Warden Fallon and left the Tombs. 

eputy Commissioner Fanning said later 
that he did not blame Hagan so much as 
those back of him, who, he said, had urged 
him on to insubordination. He announced 
that he should renew his investigation of 
the Tombs. 

Commissioner Lantry -refused to discuss 
the dismissal other than to say that he had 
given Hagan every opportunity, aud that 

e had to dismiss a subordinate who would 
insult him in his office. 

Hagan takes his dismissal very much to 
heart, saying that his record has been a 
very good one, and that just at the end of 
his term he had been forced out by a con- 
spiracy that originated in a quarrel be- 
tween prison missionaries. When seen at 
201 West Sixtieth Street last night he said: 

“ The trouble began with the Chaplain. I 
ence quarreled with him and he did not 
forget it. He was constantly bothering 
about W. W. Ward, a man of large means, 
who has devoted himself in recent years to 
evangelical work among the prisoners. Mr. 
Ward does not represent any one church, 
and has In the past been allowed the same 
petvitesee as Dr. Munro. Their tracts were 

ept in the same place. They were not 
the best of friends. Munro demanded that 
Ward remove his tracts. and I would not 
countenance this. Then he began the com- 
plaints and went to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner. 

“Fanning peremptorily ordered me over 
the telephone on Dec. 4 to comply with the 
Chaplain's demands. I told him I would 
not obey any such order, as it was in 
my right to govern in such matters, and 
I thought Mr. Ward had just as much 
right there as the Chaplain. Then there 
Was hard feeling, which led up to the 
events of to-day. I asked for a fair hear- 
ing. I did not want to be judged by 
Fanning, who was prejudged against me. 
I asked that men like District Attorney 
Philbin or William Travers Jerome, or 
any of the city Judges, or any committee 
do the investigating. but they would not 
give me any show whatever. My adminis- 
tration will be proved clean, but I have 
no redress. 

“T plead gufity to being good to poor 
Bissert. We were schoolboys together, and 
his family and mine are on the most in- 
timate terms. But I have been equally 
kind to hundreds of other men. Gen. Mol- 
ineux has written that he would gladly tes- 
tify to the good administration of the 
Tombs under me, and I am sure that of the 
100,000 prisoners whom t! have had in 
custody 19,099 would also testify that the 
prison was orderly, cleanly, and properly 
managed 

“T leave the prison a poor man. Yester- 
day I gave away the only coat and vest 
and pair of shoes I have, except those 
on my back and feet I can earn an 
honest living out of office. I was an hon- 
est man in office. Fanning is a ‘ trimmer.’ 
He wants work with the new administra- 
tion. There is nothing I can divulge. There 
is nothing wrong with the Tombs. If 
there were I would not squeal.” 

Before the scene in Commissioner Lan- 
try'’s office in the morning Chaplain Mun- 
‘Tro was examined about his statements 
as to the management of the prison. After 
questioning he said that he had never 
heard of the Warden receiving money from 
any of the prisoners. He added that while 
Bissert was there he received all sorts of 
special privileges, such as seeing his coun- 
sel at all hours of the day and night, and 
seeing visitors without any sort of restric- 
tion, having the freedom of the prison and 
eating at the Warden's table. Cross-ex- 
amined the Chaplain admitted that other 

risoners had been allowed the same priv- 
poses. He denied that he knew anything 
of the prisoners being allowed to gamble 
through agents in a poolroom in the neigh- 
borhood.

ALDERMEN IN A FLURRY 
Tammany Majority Vainly Fights 
for Mr. Nagle’s Appropriation. 


A Charge that He Has Already Spent 
a Part of the $180,000 Which He Asks 
—Talk of Padded Pay Rolls. 


The meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
was marked by much excitement before the 
close of the session yesterday. The Repub- 
lican minority fought the Tammany major- 
ity over an appropriation of $180,000 for 
the Street Cleaning Department, which 
would allow the Street Cleaning Commis- 
sioner to purchase quantities of horses, 
carts, and other supplies without public 
bidding. The appropriation was defeated 
by a vote of 35 to 12, as 45 affirmative votes 
are necessary to allow the expenditure. 

Alderman Fleck started the trouble by 
calling up the resolution.

“Many attempts have been made to put 
this scheme through. The object of Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Nagle is to buy 
horses and wagons without public letting. 
If the itemized account he submitted to this 
board does not show extravagance, what 
does it show?”’ P

Alderman Wirth made a speech, in which 
he said in part: 

““ Street Cleaning Commissioner Nagle has 
already received millions of dollars to clean 
the streets for this year. If he has by ex- 
travagance or other methods exhausted his 
funds, then he is responsible for the condi- 
tion. It has been charged through the 
newspapers, and many people believe the 
charge, that the pay rolls of the Street 
Cleaning Department have been padded 
during the past gear. If Commissioner 
Nagle would place the pay rolls back on 
the same footing as before the padding be- 
gan, there would be sufficient funds to 
clean the streets.”’ 

Alderman Downing, on the call for ab- 
sentees, said: 

“There seems to be something in this 
matter. If there is anything in it, I don’t 
want to get in it.” 

All the members of the Board of Alder- 
men commenced to laugh. , Then Alderman 
Dowling said: 

“If there is anything in this let us all 
getin. That great leader of Tammany Hall 
said that the newspapers elected the Fusion 
ticket this Fall. I believe him, and when 
the newspapers say that the dirty condition 
of the streets is increasing the death rate, I 
believe them, too.”’ 

The charge was made by some of the Re- 
publican members after the meeting that 
Commissioner Nagle had already spent $11,- 
000 of the $180,000, yo to The City 
Record, without first receivin rmission 
of the Municipal Assembly, and if such was 
the fact he was liable to prosecution. 

A resolution to lay out a park in the 
Fourth Ward of Brooklyn was adopted.
